her own clothing was on tire and she 
was helpless, 
Another teacher, Miss Newhall, had 
been attracted rrom her room by the 
cries and running to the assistance of 
Miss Shields soon succeeded in heat­ 
ing out the flames from her clothing- 
The suffer at this time fainted and 
she was carried by Miss Newhall to 
one of the rooms and given such treat­ 
ment as was available until a physi­ 
cian arrived.

For nearly t wo weeks 
strangers were seen working up the 
river from below Angell’s ferry tili 
they rounded tie* bend at the mouth 
of Penny slough.

a chart, of the river, and whenever 
they located a clam bed of any par 
ticular size, they would find Its ex act 
proportions and mark it on 
their 
chart, arid from their enthusiastic la­ 
bors one was led to believe th at they 
were striking rich finds. 
To further clinch the argument that, 
Rock river contains clam shells with 
a value reaching possibly into hun­ 
dreds of thousands of dollars, comes 
the statem ent from several prominent 
manufacturers of 
Muscatine,
